Recently Canada has had high 
honours come to her through the 
little Ottawa-born Barbara Ann 
Scott who won the world’s figure 
skating championship for her mar- 
velous dexterity, skill and grace on 
the ice. 

For nearly six years of price con- 
trol and rationing, thousands of 
Canadian women have been cutting 
figures too—not on ice—but on 
something just about as tough and 
slippery as icco— INFLATION. 

Who are these women you want 
to know? 

Well, more than 70,000 of them 
are members of Women’s Institutes 
of Canada. We have over 3,000 In- 
stitutes you know, and these seven- 
ty thousand are members of rural 
Institutes that stretch from Prince 
Edward Island on the East Coast, 
to Vancouver Island on the West 
coast—and every mile of Canadian 
soil between these two outposts of 
our Dominion. 

Why are you giving them all the 
praise—other women want to 
know? 

Because it is their 50th birthday 


years old, deserves some kind of 
celebration. 


It isn’t only these Institute mem- 
bers we are praising for the way 
they've backed price contro’ but 
thousands of other women who 
have worked faithfully to keep 
their budgets on a steady level, not 
only ensuring their own households 
or bankruptcy, but the nation as 
well. 


The first women’s Institute of the 
world began at Stoney Creek, Ont., 
in 1897. From here it has spread 
around the world, to Australia, Eng- 
land, the United States, South 
Africa, Palestine, Demark and many 
other countries. 


They are all affiliated interna- 
tionally—Practically all members 
of the Royal Family are ardent sup- 
porters of Women’s Institutes. 
Queen Mary is a staunch supporter 
of the Institute at Sandringham.

It has been reported that there are now 14 saw mills 
operating in the Bergen district west of Didsbury and 
while some of these are small others are turning out | 
around 10,000 feet of lumber per day. When it is consid- 
eved that this natural lumber is netting the oper ator | 
around $35 per thousand feet it can be seen that the lum- 


bering industry means considerable to this district. | ‘ember. A AR AL BO ch

Limbering not only provides work for men in the 
bush cutting logs, and sawing up the lumber, but also pro- 
vides work for local truckers, and in tun for nearly all 
classes of business in an indirect way. i} 

We understand that there are large berths of timber | # 
west of Didsbury, and while these have been largely taken |# 
up and are being logged at the present time, there is room |# 
for expansion in the industry and if the market for this | # 
local lumber continues favorable we will no doubt see an # 
increase in lumbering here in the next few years. 

While lumbering is one industry now undergoing # 
expansion, with mixed farming, stock raising and grain # 
growing long established in the Didsbury district, we # 
should have other industries if we are to eventually pro- # 
gress to the stage where we will have a much larger popu- |} 
lation, with work for everyone. 

The community now contains a modern creamery 
with facilities for powdering milk, a flour mill, a feed ' 
mill, and a cheese actory is oper rating east of town, but 
there is an opportunity in this district for other manufac: 
turing concerns. 

Western Canada will eventually produce more manu- 
factured goods than it does today. Branch factories will 
be established in western towns, and Didsbury is ideally | 
located for some lines of manufactured goods. The time | 
is coming when we will have to bid for these branch fac- |’ 
tories and make some concessions to have them establish- 
ed here. Possibly we are looking too far in the future, but 
industry is important to business expansion and the time 
may come when we will have to make advances to east- 
ern manufacturers for branch factories. We ought to be 
prepared for this time long before it arrives.

Professor Louis Chatel, well known Canadian 
psychologist and faculty member of the Education De- 
partment of the University of Montreal, was a key speaker

Professor Chatel said that “total education” was the | 
only way of bringing total victory out of total war and | 
insuring a permanent peace. “If a child were only devel-| 
oped religiously it w oid produce a bigot. If it were only 
to develop intellectually, we would have a snob. If there 
was only physical education we would have a brute, Total | 
education must unify all these points.” | 

He pointed out that while the discovery of the atomic 
bomb was a product of the scientific departments of our 
universities, the answer must be produced in our educa- 
tion departments. 

“Education,” he said, “should aim at the formation 
of the whole man. As well as teaching people how to make 
a living it should also teach people how to live, The lack 
of this is the reason why our mental hospitals are so full. 
The education of the child should begin at the marriage 
of the parents or even 20 vears before. The best guarantee 
of changing the world is creating an atmosphere of 
honesty. The thing that interested me so much in MRA 
was that they said that you begin with yourself. I have 
interviewed thousands of one and they all come to me 
and say, ‘Change the other fellow’.” 

Professor Chatel pointed out that under a democracy 
the family is responsible for the children. The state has 
not taken our children away from us yet, he said. To build | 
into children the qualities necessary to make democracy | 
work, Professor Chatel urged a greater emphasis on the | 
teaching of moral standards. “Any history department 
could tell you that sexual decadence has been the fore- 
runner of the ruin of nations.” 

In touching on his psychological and clinical work, 
Professor Chatel said: “Materialistic psychology has done 
nothing but show the need for a spiritual answer for the 
difficulties produced in our daily life.”
